Which Country Is in the Worst Position? 


Since the end of World War If news- 
readers in lba have read about the 
nany changes of French premiers until they 
are thoroughly confused and somewhat dis- 
gusted with France’s performance, Needless 
to say there is a basis for believing that the 
Myench ship of state is listing badly. 

tlowever, if you would transplant a 
Hrenchman into Alabama right now, he 
most likely would throw up his hands in 
disgust and ask to go back to his own coun- 
try where the education of his children does 
tot enter into political squabbles. Despite 
the many changes of government taking 
place in France, their schools sail along on 
an even keel, giving young French children 
a good education, 

On the other side of the Atlantic there 
is never any question as to whether schools 
will close in Mareh or the teachers lose a 
pay raise. Through centuries of experience 
they have worked out a system of education 
that carries on in spite of wars, occupations 
and changes in government. 

There is never any question as to whe-« 
ther or not Johnny will get Chemistry, a 
foreign language or Science. When he gets 


| to a certain grade, no matter whether he is 


in Paris or a small village, his course is laid 
out for him. He has no elective subjects but 


he sure enough gets a sound instruction in 
basie subjects. In case his parents move to 
another locale, he will find the same text 
and step into a class that is at about the 
same part of the text he was in at the other 
school, 

Mis parents no more think they are 
deprived of their democratic rights by hav- 
ing a superintendent of education appointed 
than does Johnny who doesn’t get to vote 
on what teacher he will have. Professional 
educators with certain qualifications fill 
all administrative posts in the French Sys- 
tem. They are qualified to do their job by 
training and experience. Working in a sys- 
tem that has been evolved over centuries 
of experienc, they do a splendid job. Many 
American school don’t do as well. 

Before condemning the French for 
their weak government and bragging about 
American schools being the finest in the 
world, stop to analyze our own shortcom- 
ings. Basically, on important functions such 
as education, the French government has 
much less turmoil and contusion than we do. 
Educational money they spend gets better 
results insofar as giving a child a good 
scholastic training than what America 
spends. 


Small Farms in Coffee County Disappearing Fast 


During the years 1950-54 increasingly 
lurge numbers of small farm operators 
(less than 180 acres) found it impossible to 
make a financial success of their operation 
and sold out. 

Statistics from the 1954 Census of Ag- 
riculture show that for the four year period 
770 farms with 10 to 179 acres disappeared 
in the county. Most of them were absorbed 
by larger units or bought up by big opera- 
tions such as International Paper Company 
and Flack Lumber Company for ref oresting, 

First, let us say this trend is not neces- 
sarily bad. If there had been a good living 
in farming in Coffee County on a small 
number of acres, folks would not be leaving 
the farm as fast as they are. Evidently, for 
a lot of small farmers, a regular salary in 
“public work” such as a trailer plant or 
sewing factory, is much more attractive 
than tilling the soil on a limited acreage 
here. In many cases the large lumber and 
paper companies are actually doing a pub- 
lic service by taking eroded and spent land 
and putting it back into forests. 

Another important factor in this emi- 
gration has undoubtedly been the severe 
acreage limitations imposed on the county's 


|; money crops—peanuts and cotton. A small 


land owner doesn’t get a big enough allot- 
ment to make it attractive for him to stay 
on the land. Only history will tell whether 
this is good or bad for the county and 


country. 


Category of farms showing the biggest 
drop in number was in the 30 to 49 acre 
group. In four years 295 farms of this size 
were lost to the county. In 1950 there were 
179 and in 1954 there were 454. There were 
174 fewer in the 50-69 acre category (1950 
587, 1954—413), a drop of 135 in the 70- 
99 acre group (1950—586, 1954—451), a de- 
cline of 99 in the 100-189 acre farms (1950 
—488, 1954389). Number of land owners 
with 10-29 acres decreased 63 (1950—257, 


1954—194), 

Under 10 acres the number of property 
owners increased 32 but this can probably 
be attributed to residents of Enterprise and 
Elba going outside the city limits, buying a 
few acres and erecting a house in which 
they live. In 1950 there were 104 farms un- 
der 10 acres and in 1954 the total was 136. 
Those under three acres increased from 25 
to 36 while those with 3 to 9 acres went 
up from 79 to 100, 


_ _ It is not until the size of the farm in 
Coffee County reaches the 14-179 acre 
category does the decrease in number stop 
being heavy. Only four farms of this size 
went out of existence in the last four years. 
They numbered 244 in 1950 and 240 in 1954. 

After land owners accumulated 180-219 
acres, they increased in number, Coffee 
County had one more farm in this category 
in 1954 (135) than it did in 1950 (134). 
Persons owning 220-259 acres grew in num- 
her froga 69 to 87 for a gain of 18 while the 
biggest growth came in those possessing 
260-499 acres. In 1954 there were 32 more 
(1950—171, 1954—203). Nine more farmers 
owned 500-999 acres of land in 1954 (50) 
than in 1950 (41). 

Persons or corporations owning 1,000 
acres or over in the county increased from 
13 in 1950 to 21 in 1954. 

It is only for us to report the trend and 
not try to read the significance of it. To 
each businessman it will mean something 
different. As the pulpwood buyer and lum- 
ber man see more and more acres put in 
tree farms, they will plan expanded opera- 
tions. As the cotton ginner and peanut buy- 
er see tighter and tighter allotments, and 
fewer and fewer farms, they will restrict 
their dealings. What is important is that 
everyone know and realize the implications 
of this emigration and plan accordingly. The 
county economy is changing rapidly,

AUBURN—Farmers who plan 
to harvest small grain crops 
that are now being grazed are 
reminded that top-dressing at 
ter the animals are taken ofi 
can substantially increase the 
yields. 

“Top-dressing should be start- 
ed around Feb, 15,” said API 
Extension Agronomist O. N. An- 
drews, adding that growers 
ought to line up supplies now to 
be sure of having the kind of 
nitrogen material they want. 

According to Andrews, 50 
pounds of nitrogen per acre is 
recommended for top-dressing. 
That much of the element can 
be secured in 150 pounds of am- 
monium nitrate or 300 pounds
